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ICE  CREAM  PRODUCTION 


Ice  Cream  production  in  the  United  States  during  August  totaled  7H,2H5,000 
pounds,  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports*  This  x^as  5 percent  larger  than  the  out- 
put in  August  1958,  and  x;as  G percent  greater  than  the  1953-57  average  for  the 
month. 

Production  declined  6 percent  from  July  to  August  this  year.  The  seasonal 
decrease  xxras  H percent  betx-;een  these  months  last  year,  and  averaged  5 percent  in  the 
period  1953-57.  Temperatures  during  August  averaged  above  normal  generally  in  the 
country  east  of  the  Rocky  Mountains  except  in  portions  of  states  of  the  western 
Gulf  Coast  and  the  Southern  Great  Plains  and  Florida,  Lcwer-than-normal  tempera- 
tures prevailed  in  most  of  the  Test  except  the  California  coast  and  sections  of  the 
Rockies, 

In  the  first  eight  months  of  1959,  ice  cream  manufacture  totaled  h90f^30,000 
gallons:  up  7 percent  from  the  January -.august  enumerated  total  last  year,  and  11 
percent  from  the  5-year  average  for  the  period. 

Compared  with  August  a year  ago,  ice  cream  production  was  larger  in  all 
regions  except  the  Pacific,  where  it  x;as  1 percent  smaller,  in  spite  of  a 2 percent 
increase  in  California,  Output  was  6 percent  greater  in  the  North  Atlantic  States, 
where  it  was  up  10  percent  in  New  York  and  2 percent  in  Pennsylvania,  Increases  of 
6 percent  were  shown  also  in  both  the  East  North  Central  Region  and  the  South  Atlan- 
tic, Production  was  up  8 percent  in  the  South  Central  Region,  3 percent  in  the 

West  North  Central,  and  2 percent  in  the  Mountain, 

Production  of  ice  cream  in  August  was  above  the  1953-57  average  for  the  month 
in  all  sections  of  the  country  except  the  West  North  Central  States,  where  it  was 
about  the  same*  Increases  varied  from  3 percent  in  the  South  Central  Region  to  1H 
percent  in  the  South  Atlantic,  Production  was  12  percent  larger  in  the  North  Atlan- 
tic Region,  where  output  was  20  percent  higher  in  Mexr  York,  but  x-jas  1 percent 
lox/er  in  Pennsylvania,  Output  was  7 percent  larger  in  both  the  East  North  Central 
and  the  Mountain  States  and  was  8 percent  more  in  the  Pacific  Region.

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Ice  milk  production  in  the  United  States  during  August  at  16,160,000  gallons 
was  7 percent  more  than  in  August  1956  and  1+1  percent  greater  than  the  1953-57 
average  lor  the  month,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Eoard.  During  the  first  0 
months  of  1959,  production  was  7 percent  more  than  the  enumerated  total  for  the  same 
period  in  1958  and  38  percent  greater  than  the  January -August  5-year  average, 
Compared  with  August  1950,  production  was  sharply  higher  in  the  East  forth 
Central  and  hTest  forth  Central  States  while  moderately  higher  in  the  South  Atlantic, 
Decreases  were  recorded  in  the  remainder  of  the  country.  From  July  to  August,  pro- 
duction declined  1+  percent  this  year,  3 percent  in  1950  and  5 percent  between  the 
5-year  averages  for  these  months.  Ice  milk  production  declined  from  July  in  all 
regions  except  for  moderate  gains  in  the  East  North  Central  and  Uest  North  Central 
States.

Sherbet  production  in  the  United  States  during  August  was  estimated  at 
5,111.5,000  gallons.  This  was  9 percent  more  than  in  August  of  last  year  and  12  per- 
cent above  the  1953-57  average  for  the  month.  The  total  for  the  first  0 months  in 
1959  of  30,015,000  gallons  exceeded  the  corresponding  months  in  1950  by  7 percent 
and  the  5-year  average  production  for  these  months  by  11  percent. 

Production  declined  13  percent  from  July  to  August  this  year.  This  compares 
with  a 15  percent  drop  last  year  and  a seasonal  average  loss  of  16  percent  between 
these  months  in  the  previous  5-year  period.

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Production  of  Mellorine  and  other  frozen  desserts  made  with  fats  and  oils  other 
than  milk-fat  was  estimated  at  5, 535,000  gallons  during  August,  the  Crop  Reporting 
Board  reports.  This  was  5 percent  more  than  in  August  1958  and  28  percent  above  the 
1953-57  average  for  the  month.  In  the  first  8 months  of  this  year  output  of 
31,005,000  gallons  was  9 percent  larger  than  the  enumerated  total  for  the  January  - 
August  period  in  1958  and  39  percent  above  average. 

Compared  with  August  a year  ago,  Ilellorine  production  was  up  sharply  in 
Missouri,  Alabama,  Arkansas,  Oregon  and  California.  Strong  losses  were  indicated  in 
Illinois  and  Montana  while  moderate  decreases  occurred  in  Texas  and  Oklahoma. 

Production  declined  10  percent  between  July  and  August  this  year.  This  compares 
with  a decline  of  6 percent  in  1958  and  an  average  seasonal  drop  of  only  5 percent 
between  the  5-year  averages  for  these  months.  Production  x^as  seasonally  lox-rer  in 
all  major  producing  states.
